LIBERALS WILL 
-GONTEST ELECTION. 
OF ONT. MINISTERS 


Caucus ‘at ‘Toronto: Decides’ It will Be 
War to the. ‘Knife. ‘ 


Toronto, January 7.—It is to be war 
to the knife with: the three seatless 
ministers of the Ontario . government 
when they. seek election to the legis- 
lature; s0 a caucus of Liberal mem- 
bers decided yesterday. Tha cautus 
was held in the parliament buildings, 
in the old, opposition’offices, and all 
the Toronto Liberal members, as well 
as a number of members from other 
places, were present. 

It is understood that the present 
situation with regard to Premier 
Drury, Attorney-General Raney an 
Hon. Manning Doherty, minister  of- 
agriculture, not having seats in the 
legislature, and apparently making 
little or no progress in the matter of 
obtaining seats, was disucssel - at 
some ‘length, and no sympathy was 
shown to the government for .the 
state of affairs. The fact that the 
premier was waiting for the return 
of Secretary J. J. Morrison, of the 
U.F.O., from. the farmers’ convention | 
in Winnipeg, to finally 3ettle. the 
question as to where the premier and 
his two colleagues would run “and 
when, was .commented on with con- 
siderable impatience.

SEED OATS SITUATION 


In those districts where the oat crop ; 


was a partial or total’ failure- last 
season, farmers are becoming some- 
what anxious as to the available sup- 
ply’ of seed oats. There is a general 
tendericy on the part of farmers who

them until later in the winter. The 
movement of seed oats is delayed also, 
because transportation has been need- 
‘ed for coal, feed and livestock.

movement throughout Canada,” is the 
words of W. R. Wood, secretary. 
This was but one of the day's out- 
standing events; unanimously the 
convention, the greatest in the or- 
ganization’s history, with more than 
600 accredited delegates and several 
visitors, agreed that no more grants 
should be accepted from the  prov- 
ince of Manitoba, an item in the 
annual report showing receipt of 
$1,000 from the government having 
raised the question. It was stated 
that a grant had been made for three 
years and had been inaugurated for 
the purpose of circulating certain 
government legislation of particular 
interest to farmers, but the opinion 
seemed to be general that the Mani- 
toba farmers should be independent 
of any further grants. The only 
question was in regard to action on 
the $1,000 received in 1919, and it 
was decided that this.should be re- 
tained. Delegates asserted that the 


first suggestion as to a grant had. 


come from the grain growers organi- 
zation. “When we have assumed 
semi-political proportions we should 
‘keep absolutely clear of all such 
grants,” said Andrew Graham, dele- 
gate from Pomeroy. 


RESOLUTION IS COMING. 


Suggestions and predictions of in- 
creased political power for the farm. 
ers of Canada were popular, and it 
was promised that a resolution on 
“political action” would be introduced 
on Thursday. Addresses by A. W. 
Burnaby, president of the United 
Farmers of Ontario, and A. G. 
Hawker, vice-president of the Sas- 
katchewan Grain Growers, in which 
were portrayed the strength and 
responsibilities of the farmers’ poli- 
tical movement throughout Canada 
were cheered very warmly. 

Resolutions will be presented to 
the convention calling for a reduction 
of Canadian military forces, express- 
ing sympathy with labor and returned 
soldiers, calling upon the federal gov- 
ernment to resign, demanding the 
abolition of the board of commerce, 
endorsing the’action of the Great War 
Veterans Association regarding the 
greater gratuity,” demanding. an in- 
quiry into the spread in wool prices, 
opposing a tariff commission, favoring 
an inquiry into lumber prices by the 
board of commerce, and another reso- 
lution favored the abolition of appeals 
to the privy council. 


A JOINT MEETING 


Tonight there was a joint meeting 
of the United Farmers and the live- 
stock men who have been in conven- 
tion here, at which Hon. T. C. Nor- 
ris, premier of Manitoba, gave an ad- 
dress. Other addresses were by H. 
S. Arkell, Ottawa, federal livestock 
commissioner, and Mrs. Anna Bych- 
insky, who dealt with the question of 
the foreigner in Canada. ;

The ice should be cut-in blocks of uni- 
form ‘size and packed as. closely to- 
gether as possible. : 


: If it-is* necessary: to erect:a. special 


ice house, the roughest kind’of a shed 
that. will keep out the weather is all 
that-is necessary. Poles may.be driv- 
en:‘into the ground and lined up on the 
inside with rough: lumber, or” ‘slabs, 
leaving a space of about one-half inch 
between each -board, and the whole 
covered with a roof to ikeep out the 
rain.~ Of course, the ice house may 
be built with a regular frame, lined 
inside’ with rough lumber, and, if a 
more finished appearance is desired, 
it can be covered on the outside..with 
clapboards or other siding. There 
should be plenty ‘of ventilation above 
the ice. The same procedure should 
be followed in storing the ice and cov- 
ering it with sawdust as advised in 
the preceding paragraph. 

If sawdust cannot be obtained, plan- 
er mill shavings may be used for pack- 


{ng the ice, or in cases where neither | 


is available hay may be used 
packing or covering material. 

Marsh or “slough” hay or any fine 
wild hay which grows in low places 
gives the best results. If hay is used, 
the space around the ice or between 
{ce and the walls instead of being 
only one foot, should be at least two 
feet, into which the hay must be well 
packed. The ice should also be 
covered with about two feet of the 
hay. \
